NEW HAMPSHIRE SCHOOL MA'AMS 


THE GREAT EASTERN STEAMSHIP. 

This ship was announced to sail for Portland 
early im September. Preparations have been 
made for one thousand first class passengers 
and no second class will he taken. The price 
of passage w ill he about one hundred dollars. 
The crew and officers will number about 500. 
There will be about 180 seamen, 180 firemen, 
130 stewards, 15 engineers, 20 officers, 2 sur¬ 
geons and a chaplain. Ten thousand tons of 
coal will be carried, and such are the mechan¬ 
ical appliances of the ship that this immense 
quantity can be put on hoard in two days. 
’The following lively and accurate description 
of her is given by ‘Communipaw’, the well 
known correspondent of the Boston Post :
